In 1982 we needed to raise an additional 8% over the previous 
year. We were able to keep the Tax rate basically the same at 
$12.20 per $1,000.00 (or 12.2 mils) by adjusting our assessments 
upward and by picking up additional taxable property. 


In the coming year, we are not planning to increase assess- 
ments overall so it appears that a slight increase in the mils rate 
will be inevitable, but should be less than 1 mil.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We wish to report that 1982 was another successful year. 
Town expenditures were held within the funds allocated at the last 
Town Meeting. Special efforts were made to meet the increasing 
cost of doing business with innovative ideas and by reducing all 
but essential work. 


This was the first year we came under the new road improve- 
ment program, which is essentially trying to maintain the Town 
roads with less state monies. However, by working closely with 
the Department of Transportation we were able to get a new sur- 
face put on portions of Pond Rd., West Appleton Rd., Ghent, and 
the Thompson Ridge Rd. at a fraction of the cost of doing it uni- 
laterally. In addition, the State resurfaced Route 173 anda portion 
of Route 131, plus a portion of New England Rd., and Belfast 
Union Rd. We made a special request that they do all of New 
England Road to Route 3, but they didn’t have the funds. This 
year we will have to do any resurfacing on our own, and it is essen- 
tial that we continue a well-monitored maintenance program to 
keep the roads from deteriorating. 


During the last few years changes have been made to the 
Community Building to increase its usage and reduce its costs. This 
past year as a result of recommendations from an energy audit con- 
ducted by the Maine Municipal Association we made further im- 
provements. The first floor was insulated and the Postal Service 
shared in the cost. We are now in the process of seeking a 50% 
reimbursement from the State for this work as well as for other 
completed projects in order to make further improvements to 
increase its energy efficiency. 


We are pleased to report that the Town is financially sound 
and should continue so through the coming year.

The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $8,243.25 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, 
per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $9,340.87 
Overdrafts 1,097.62 
Net Unexpended Balance $8,243.25 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the contingent and inter- 
est accounts less tax abatements and overdrafts in the road and 
bridges and paving accounts were the major factors contributing 
to the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed to Surplus.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance was $16,409.82 at 
year end. The bank balance used in reconciling the demand deposit 
balance was confirmed by the depository. A change fund of 
$50.00 was on hand and in the custody of the tax collector. 


INVESTMENTS.... General and federal revenue sharing funds of 
$25,928.46 and $31,888.74 respectively were invested in savings 
accounts and certificates of deposit with the Bangor Savings Bank, 
Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $21,737.63 represented current year accounts 
of $21,710.13 and a prior year account of $27.50. Tax liens and 
tax acquired property amounted to $3,611.58 and $818.62 res- 
pectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... . Unexpended de- 
partmental account balances totaling $13,734.17 were carried for- 
ward pending approval of the voters. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing funds over estimated 
totaling $3,977.01 were carried forward to be applied toward the 
1982 tax commitment. 


FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING.... Unappropriated federal 
revenue sharing funds of $34,162.59 were available at February 
2, 1981. Entitlement payments for the fiscal year amounted to 
$14,225.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled $3,501.15. 
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Appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $20,000.00 were 
transferred to the town’s operating accounts for public transporta- 
tion, financial administration, health and sanitation and protection 
purposes. Unappropriated funds at February 1, 1982 totaled 
$31,888.74. 


Business inventory tax reimbursements of $8,681.51 were carried 
forward pending voter allocation. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $42,238.42, a decrease 
of $5,017.80 for the fiscal year. This change was occasioned prin- 
cipally by voter authorized transfers for operational purposes less 
the unexpended departmental balances lapsed and interest on in- 
vestments. 


TRUST FUNDS.... Trust fund principals totaling $20,466.26 
and unexpended income of $16,242.83 were invested in savings ac- 
counts, certificates of deposit and various stocks and bonds.
